The little assembly Is a body made up of 
some members oMho mrger general assembly, 
the main V. N. (orum. It's supposed to (unc- 
tion when the genera! assembly la not meet- 
InK. which means most of the year. Thus (ar 
the amaller unit hasn't played a very big 
role In U. N. afralrs. But the time has come 
when the little osaembly jihould be given the 
power to act decisively In major matters. 
epBclflcally, It ought to have authority to 
fllep into nny new crisis of aggression that 
Russia may choose to touch off. 

The Soviet union's recent maneuvers to- 
ward hobbling the security council In the 
Kfirpun Rituntlon make It clear that she'd use 
her veto to blook U. N. effort In a new crlsli. 
Hence, other machinery la the only hope of 
real U. N. action. 
The Hcncral assembly can handle a prob- 
I while It'B meeting. But to 
.0 (or some emergency 
and perhaps danger - 
oualy alow. The Utile assembly, convening 
throughout the year, la a more logical agency 
lor the Job. 

The U. N, charter aays nothing, of course, 
about a utile assembly. But a charter, like a 
nation's constitution, must be flexible If th_e 
cause It serves Is to survive changing condi- 
tions. U. N. members were aufflclently con- 
vinced of that in 1047 to creat« the new body. 
They ohould be equally ready to empower It 
to deal With the facta of life In 1050. 

Eusala and maybe others will hoiyl that 
an agency thus equipped would ateal power 
from the security council. But the council It- 
aair la, technically, a creation. of the general 
assembly. If Russian vetoes prevent It from 
perlormtng Ita f unctltma. why shouldn't aome 
ottoer U. N. agency get tho Job? 

The U. N. can't aurvlve If It can't aerve the 
alms ol Its charter. Preserving peace la It* 
• biggest aim. Merely having everybody around 
lor a olam-bang talk-Iest, doeant prove any- 
thing.
